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FOREWORD 


§§ 2-3, REVISED LAWS OF HAWAII 1945, AS AMENDED, PROVIDE AS FOLLOWS: 


“Sec. 2. Publishing of session laws. As soon as possible after the close of each session 
of the legislature, the Secretary of the Territory or any other officer or employee of the 
Territory designated by the governor shall cause all laws duly enacted at such session 
to be printed, indexed and bound in book form, first the bills and then joint resolutions, 
in the order of their becoming law. 


“Sec. 3. Certain acts not obligatory until published. No written law, unless other- 
wise specifically provided by legislative enactment, except general or special appropria- 
tion acts, loan fund acts, pension acts and franchise acts, shall be obligatory without first 
being printed and made public. General or special appropriation acts, loan fund acts, 
pension acts and franchise acts whether affecting territorial funds or the funds of county 
or other municipal subdivisions or commissions, shall become operative according to their 
respective terms merely by being passed and approved in the manner provided by sections 
44 to 54, inclusive, of the Organic Act without the necessity of any other promulgation 
than the ultimate inclusion thereof in the bound volume of respective session laws as 
provided in section 69 of the Organic Act.”

ACT 1 


An Act to Appropriate Money for the Expenses of the Legislature of the 
Territory of Hawaii. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the public treasury 
the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the House 
of Representatives of the T'wenty-seventh Legislature of the Territory of 
Hawaii, Special Session of 1954. 

SECTION 2. Any balance remaining of the appropriation provided for 
in section | shall revert to the general fund of the Territory. 

SECTION 3. There is hereby appropriated from the public treasury 
the sum of thirty-eight thousand dollars ($38,000.00) , or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the Senate 
of the Twenty-seventh Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, Special Ses- 
sion of 1954. 

SECTION 4. Any balance remaining of the appropriation provided for 
in section 3, shall revert to the general fund of the Territory. 

SECTION 5. The auditor of the Territory of Hawaii shall prior to the 
convening of the Twenty-eighth Legislature, audit the accounts of the Spe- 
cial Session of the House of Representatives and the Senate of the Twenty- 
seventh Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii. 

Immediately upon the completion of the audit, a full report thereon 
shall be presented to the House of Representatives and Senate of the ses- 
sions of the Twen‘y-eighth Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii. 

SECTION 6. The expenses of any member of the Legislature while 
traveling abroad on official business of the Legislature, shall not be limited 
by the provisions of Section 455 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1945, as 
amended, or any other general statute. The expenses of each member shall be

such as may be allowed by the House of Representatives or by the Senate, 
respectively, as to members of said House of Representatives or of said 
Senate, as the case may be, and such expenses need not be supported by 
vouchers. 


SECTION 7. Each section of this Act is hereby declared to be severable 
from the remainder of said Act. 


SECTION 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

ACT 2 


An Act Making an Appropriation for the Purposes of Act 115 of the Session 
Laws of 1947, as Amended, and for Other Purposes Relating to State- 
hood. | 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawatt: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the purposes of Act 115 
of the Session Laws of 1947, as heretofore or hereafter amended, the sum 
of $50,000, which shall be in addition to all appropriations heretofore made. 
Upon the admission of Hawaii to statehood and the inauguration of the 
State government, all unexpended and unencumbered balances of this and 
all prior appropriations for the same purposes shall lapse. : 


SECTION 2. The appropriation made by this Act may, notwithstanding 
any provision of paragraph 6 of section 2 of said Act 115 of the Session Laws 
of 1947, as amended, be expended for the appearance of any citizen of 
Hawaii who, in the view of a majority of the commission, is qualified to 
represent the Territory of Hawaii in presenting, supporting and furthering 
the cause of statehood for Hawaii, before Congress or any member or com- 
mittee thereof or any department or officer of the federal government, and 
any such citizen, so designated to represent the Territory of Hawaii, shall 
be paid by the commission the expenses incurred by any such appearance; 
the third paragraph of section 6 of said Act 115 of the Session Laws of 1947, 
as amended, shall apply to such expenses. 

SECTION 3. If any portion of this Act or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstance shall be unconstitutional or invalid, the remainder 
of this Act or the application of such portion to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected. 


SECTION 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Joint Resolution Requesting the Congress of the United States to Grant 
Immediate Statehood to Hawaii and Reafhrming the Position of the 
People of Hawaii on the Issue of Statehood. 


WHEREAS, H. R. $575 of the Eighty-third Congress of the United States 
has passed both the House of Representatives and the Senate, and as 
amended by the Senate is now before the House of Representatives; and 


WHEREAS, the enactment of said bill will enable the people of the 
Territory of Hawaii to establish a state government and will make Hawaii 
a State of the United States of America; and 

WHEREAS, the people of Hawaii will accept no less a status than state- 
hood and are unalterably and unequivocally opposed to a commonwealth 
status or any other political status interior to statehood; and 

WHEREAS, the people of the Territory of Hawaii have demonstrated 
their capacity for statehood by their economic stability, political maturity, 
the development of their social and educational institutions, and their 
proven loyalty, and are entitled to immediate statehood in accordance with 
the American tradition of according local autonomy wherever justified; now, 
therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawait: 


SECTION 1. The Congress of the United States is hereby respectfully 
requested and petitioned to enact H. R. 3575 in the present session of Con- 
gress to enable Hawaii to become a state and to admit Hawaii into the 
Union as a state without any further delay. 

SECTION 2. The Legislature does hereby reaffirm and reassert the 
aspirations and demand of the people of the Territory of Hawaii for im- 
mediate admission to the Union as a state and that they are ready and will- 
ing and determined to assume and fulfill the full responsibilities and obli- 
gations incident to statehood, and further state that the people of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii are unalterably and unequivocally opposed to a common- 
wealth status or any other political status for Hawaii inferior to statehood. 


SECTION 3. Duly certified copies of this Joint Resolution shall be 
transmitted to the President of the United States, the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Representatives and each member of the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the Congress of the United States, 
the Secretary of the Interior, the Delegate to Congress from Hawaii, each 
state governor, and the presiding officer of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of each state in the United States. 

SECTION 4. This Joint Resolution shall! take effect upon its approval.
